His Advent Into the Senate is 


Marked by Spectacular 


Incidents. 


FLORAL TRIBUTES ARE AMAZING 


Washington, Jan. 17.—Hon. Mat- 


thew Stanley Quay, re-elected yester- 
day as senator from Pennsylvania, 
today presented himself at the bar 
of the senate and took the oath of 
office. 


His election was accomplished after 


a most memorable contest and the 
scene of his induction into office to- 
day was no less memorable. 


The galleries of the senate were 


thronged by a gay and brilliant as- 
semblage long before the hour of 
meeting. 
Scores of Mr. Quay's 


friends, peisonal and political, had 
come from all parts of Pennsylvania 
to witness the final scene of a great 
contest—a scene which, by the way, 
was made a gala occasion. 


Mr, Quay had been assigned to the 


second seat in the back row on the 
lepublican side, the desk formerly 
occupied by Mr. Hanna, of Ohio. An 
hour before the 
senate 
convened 


elaborate and beautiful floral pieces 
bsgan to be piled on and around the 
senator's desk. 
By the time 
the 


senate was called to order the mes- 
sengers had found it impossible to 
place to advantage any more of the 
floral offerings. 


Not in the history of the senate has 


a single senator been the recipient of 
such a profusion of flowers, beauti- 
ful in themselves and lavishly elab- 
orate in their arrangement, as the 
Pennsylvania senator received today. 
One of the handsomest pieces- was a 
huge keystone arch of white immor- 
telles, the keystone being of deep 
red immortelles. It was several feet 
in height. 
The flowers came to the 


capitol literally by the wagon load 
ami it was found impossible to dis- 
play all of them in the senate cham- 
ber. Many of them were allowed to 
remain in the senate corridors. 


Just before the senate 
convened 


Mr. Quay entered the chariber. 


As he was recognized by his 


friends tremendous applause swept 
over the crowded galleries. 
It was 


prolonged for a full half minute. 
Meantime Mr. Quay was receiving 
the cordial congratulations of his col- 
leagues on the floor of the senate. 


By this time the senate chamber 


was thionged by senators and others 
entitled to the privilege of the floor 
of the senate. Scores of membeis of 
the house had come to the senate side 
of the capitol to witness the induction 
of Mr* Quay into office, among them 
practically the entire Pennsylvania 
delegation.

Washington, Jan. 17.—The senate 


committee on military affairs today 
discussed the question of hazing at 
the West Point military academy,

the practice and to the effect that 
those guilty of it should be sum- 
marily dealt with. 


The question came up in connection 


with the military academy bill, 'and 
it was decided to incorporate the fol- 
lowing provision in that bill as an 
amendment: 


"By the direction of the secretary 


of war the 
superintendent of the 


United States military academy sihall 
make and enforce such rules and 
regulations as will prevent the prac- 
tice of hazing; and pny cadet found 
guilty of participation in such prac- 
tice shall be expelled from the 
academy and shall not be reappointed 
to the* coips of cadets therein nor to 
the army of the United States." 


The question was taken up on the 


suggestion of Senator Warren and 
vigorously pressed by him as well as 
by Senators Cockrell and Harris. The 
bill with the amendment will be re- 
ported to the senate to morrow.

the members of the legislature today. 
Nearly all the members were per- 
sonally acquainted with the late gov- 
ernor and their grief at his untimely 
death is profound. 


Both houses took suitable action 


this morning as soon as they con- 
vened 
and then immediately ad- 


journed out of respect to the memory 
of the late governor. 


THE SENATE WAS BUSY. 


The senate was a pretty active body 


the most of yesterday, but the house 
adjourned at noan, and at 2 o'clock 
went in a body to see the animals at 
the Zoo. 
The senate held two ses- 


sions and passed some bills, among 
which was house bill No. 1, appro- 
priating $105,000 for the payment of 
the expenses of the present legisla- 
ture. 


Senator Inman opposed fthe bill and 


wanted to reduce it. 
Is passed by a 


vote of 41 ayes to one no. 
The sen- 


ate committee on corporations recom- 
mended that Senator Bell's bill, 
known as senate bill No. 6, relating 
to corporations, be indefinitely post- 
poned. 
This is practically the end of 


the measure. 
One of the bills intro- 


duced in the senate was by Mr. John- 
soil, of Jay county, and relates to the 
divorce laws of the state. 
The bill 


s from the Ministerial association of 
Senator Johnson's county, and de- 
plores the present divorce laws, re- 
questing the legislature to enact a 
divorce law after the plan of the one 
now in force in the District of Colum- 
bia. 
Another bill was introduced in 


he senate 'opposing any change in the 
medical laws of the state. 


In the house the roll-call of coun- 


ties was again made for the introduc- 
tion of bills. Prior to this there was 
a prolonged argument over Mr. Bon- 
nam's bill relating to the employment 
of a stenographer for the house, an 
assistant postmaster and an addi- 
tional page. 
The bill passed with 


an amendment that two stenogra- 
phers be employed. 
A large number 


of bills were introduced in the house, 
end two or three were passed under a 
suspension -of the rules.

last year that he was looking forward 
to the end of his term of office, when 
he would go back to the old farm. 
His intimate friends say that ex- 
Governor Mount bore his cares heav- 
ily. 
He had said that on returning 


to his home in Montgomery county 
he intended to devote all his time to 
the farmers of the state. 
He be- 


lieved he could be helpful to them, 
and proposed to write and lecture for 
their benefit. 
He was to address the

"To the People of Indiana—It be- 


comes my solemn and sorrowful duty 
to proclaim to the citizens of our 
great commonwealth the news of the 
death of my distinguished predeces- 
sor, Gov. James A. Mount, which oc- 
curred suddenly at his apartment in 
the Denison hotel, in this city, at half 
past 6 o'clock this evening. 
The 


fatal stroke came almost 
without 


warning, and he who was apparently 
in the full prime of manhood and per- 
fect health during the whole of the 
day was asleep in death just as the 
drapery of night was being drawn 
about him. 


"In war and in peace James A. 


Mount was a fearless but God-foaring 
•man, 
Hds dewtion to the flag of 


his country is of itself a glorious 
tribute to his patriotic impulses and 
the great service he has rendered to 
the people of Indiana is so well utv 
derftto-od and so generally appreciated 
that no voice has been or will be 
raised against it. 
The people of all 


classes respected and honored him for 
his rugged honesty, his absolute in- 
tegrity, his high and manly sense o< 
right and justice.

of chief exe«itiv* of this- state. Gov- 
ernor Mount was the last to answer 
th« inevitable summons. He made a 
record that will remain imperishable, 
but the effort cost him his life. 


"His administration will be con- 


spicuous in the history of the state. 
Courageous, yet kind; exacting? yet 
considerate; painstaking, yet rapid 
in work, he conscientiously performed 
eveiy day's duties. 
Whether carry- 


ing the musket as a private soldier 
in the war of the rebellion or acting 
as chief magistrate of his state in 
the war with Spain, he was always 
the same heroic, manly man. 
He 


surrendered his life with his honors 
and his office. 
His book of life and 


official history were closed together, 
His was a full, rounded career, wor- 
thy of emulation by every struggling 
youth in the land. 
He was, indeed, 


a tribune of the people. 


**He was conscientious to a degree 


and considerate to a fault. 
He was 


a self-made man in the best meaning 
of the term. 
His struggle to rise 


above the conditions of a poor coun- 
try boy is a story so pathetic as to 
call for tears. 
H« was a broad- 


minded, faithful 
Christian. 
There 


never was a suggestion of cant in his 
religious professions. 
His home was 


an ideal one, purified by the best 
thought, the best action and loving 
kindness, 


"The people of Indiana owe a debt 


of gratitude to James A. Mount that 
can never be fully repaid. 
He liter- 


ally gave not only his best efforts for 
them, but his1 pure and noble life as 
well. 


"Therefore, I respectfully and rev- 


erently call upon the citizens of this 
state to take such action as may be 
deemed appropriate during the tune 
the body is lying in state and on the 
diy of the funeral, and that all pub- 
lic business be suspended to the 
fullest extent possible, 
I also direct 


that the nags of all state institutions 
be placed at half mast for the usual 
period of mourning, amd that such 
public honors be paid to the distin- 
guished dead as bents the high sta- 
tion from which he so recently re- 
tired with i^ie love of the people ac- 
companying him. I also deem it ap- 
propriate to request that all flags be 
placed art; half mast as a token of re- 
gard for one who has served his state 
and his country with marked dis- 
tinction.

SKETCH OF HIS OABEEB. 


James Atwell Mount was born on 


a farm in Montgomery county, In- 
diana, March 23, 1840. His father, 
Atwell Mount, was born in Fauquier 
county, Virginia, in 1806, and moved 
to S'helby county, Kentucky, in 1813, 
His mother, Lucinda Fullenwider, 
was born in 
Shelby ccunty, Ken- 


tucky, in 1808. 
They were married 


in 1826, and moved to Montgomeiy 
county, Indiana, in 1828. 
Governor 


Mount himself had long been an elder 
in the Presbyterian church, and helu 
a prominent position in local, state 
and national councils of that denomi- 
nation. 


Mr. Mount was noted in his boy- 


hood for energy and industry. 
Hia 


school privileges were meager, his at- 
tendance being confined to periods of 
tha Worst weather in winter when 
iiini work was suspended. During 
the eirly months of the campaign of 
the civil war his boyish enthusiasm 
was aroused and he entered the army, 
enlisting in the Seventy-second In- 
diana volunteers dn 1862. He became 
a member of the famous Wilder bri- 
gade, and of his courage General 
Wilder said he twice volunteered for 
the skirmish line work during the 
bittls of Chickamauga, when to do 
so seemed to be tempting fa,te. 


He was tihe first skirmisher of 


Sherman*si army to cross the Chatta* 
hoochee river, through which he 
charged at Bo^well, 0a., at daylight, 
July 9t 1864. His enthusiasm and 
patriotism are illustrated by the fact 
recorded in the history of the rrjri- 
raent, that while suffering from the 
measles, in 1862, 'he marched through 
two days of incessant rain, and wad- 
irg through swollen "streams, and 
also that during- three years' service 


he did not miss a single march, skir- 
mish or battle. 


After the close of the war, with the 


little money he had saved, he entered 
th3 old Presbyterian academy and, 
by characteristic diligence, succeeded 
in crowding the work of two years 
into one. Shortly after his retire- 
ment from the academy he married 
Mies Kate A. Boyd, also a student of 
that institution and a resident of 
Lebanon. Almost entirely bereft of 
means, 'he rented a small farm m 
Montgomery county, and there he 
and his helpful wife began a (heroic 
struggle with adversity. 


DEVOTED TO AOBICULTUBE. 
Mr. and JMrs. <Mount both took *n 


interest dn everything pertaining to 
farm life and were prominently iden- 


1 tified with all organizations looking 
to the advancement of agriculture. 
Mr. Mount frequently 
lectured to 


farmer institutes throughout the 
state, and in this way he acquired an 
extensive acquaintance and large in- 
fluence among the farmers of Indi 
ana. 


His first entry into politics -as a 


candidate was in 1888, when he was 
nominated, against his will, for the 
position of state senator. 
In 1890, 


while yet a member of the state leg- 
islature, he was urged to make the 
race for congress iu what was then 
known as the Terre Haute district. 
This was a strong democratic district, 
and in that year the race was thought 
to be hopeless for a republican. When 
the matter was suggested to Mr. 
Mount he refused to taccept the nom- 
ination offered, but he was neverthe- 
less nominated in the convention and 
met defeat with the other republican 
candidates that year. 


In 1891 the republican state com- 


mittee was asked to send some one 
to represent the party upon the plat- 
form in joint discussion where all 
parties were represented. 
"Farmer 


Mount, as he was called, was selected. 
He proved in those debates to be the 
peer of most of the gifted orators of 
the state, and his experience brought 
him into much prominence as a nat- 
ural leader of men. 
He had given 


much time and thought to the busi- 
ness of farming, and his success as a 
practical, progressive farmer created 
a great demand for his services as <a 
lecturer before farm institutes, and 
he was constantly in demand during 
the winter seasoii, 
and met with 


farmers in every county in the state. 


In 1896, at the earnest solicitation 


of many friends, he consented to al- 
low his name to go before the repub- 
lican state convention for thie nomi- 
nation for governor. There were be- 
fore the convention twelve prominent 
and able republican aspirants for the 
honor. 
It was the largest and most 


enthusiastic convention in the his- 
tory of the state, and among the op- 
ponents of Mr. Mount were those 
who haid been longer and more prom- 
inently identified with the work of 
the party. 


In the midst of the wildest enthu- 


siasm MT. Mount was chosen on the 
seventh ballot. He was elected gov- 
ernor in 1896 by a large plurality 
and in his four years' service earned 
the good will of all citizens of the 
state. 
On last Monday he laid aside 


the robes of office and waa preparing 
to return to his farm when stricken 
down. 
Nesbit Mount, is the wife of John W. 
Nicely, treasurer of and professor of 
English in the Syrian Protestant col- 
lege at Beirut, Syria, where they now 
reside. In 1898 the trustees of Han- 
over college, Indiana, conferred upon 
ex-Governor Mount the honorable de- 
gree of doctor of laws, in recognition 
of his public services. 


LIVE 


The sudden death of ex-Oovernor 


Mount leaves Indiana without an ex- 
governor. 


This is a peculiar situation and 


different from that which is found in 
the majority of states. 
New York 


has at least nve ex-governors, while 
there is scarcely a state in the union 
which has not more than one. 


The death of ex-Governor Mount 


recalls the fact that several of In- 
diana's governors died suddenly a 
short time after they retired from the 
gubernatorial chair. 


James IX Williams was 
elected 


governor in 1876 and died November 
20, 1880, while in office. 
He made 


the Occidental hotel his headquarters 
while serving as governor, and it 
was there that he died after a short 
illness. He was succeeded by Isaac: 
P, Gray, who filled out the unexpired 
term of nearly two months. 


Governor Gray was succeeded by 


•Governor Porter, 
who served from 


1881 to 1885. Governor Gray was' 
then elected and served from 1885 
to 1889. He was appointed as min- 
ister to Mexico by President Cleve- 
land in March, 1893. 


In December, 1894, he returned to 


this city to visit his son, Pierre, who 
was at that time seriously ill. He 
left on the return trip February 7, 
1895, and shortly after crossing the 
border between, the United 
States 


and Mexico he became unconscious. 
His death, occurred February 
14, 


1805, and was due to a severe cold, 
which brought on pneumonia. 


Alvin P. Hovey was elected gov- 


ernor in 1888. His death occurred 
November 23, 1891, during the term 
of his office. He resided at the Deni- 
bon during his term of office, where 
his death occurred, 


He was succeeded by Lieut. Gov. 


Ira J. Chase, who died very suddenly 
a short time after the expiration of 
his office. 


Claude Matthews served as gov- 


ernor from 1893 to 1897. At the 
close of his term he retired to his 
home in Clinton county, with the in- 
tention of taking a much needed rest. 
On August 25, 1898, while address- 
ing an old settlers' meeting at Me- 
harry's grove, in Montgomery coun- 
ty, he was stricken with paralysis, 
from which he never recovered. He 
lingered until Sunday morning, Aug, 
28, when he died.

MUST BE QUALIFIED. 


The members of the Allen County 


Medical society at a recent meeting 
discussed some desired 
changes in 


the laws regarding undertakers and 
coroners. 
According to the present 


Law a man is eligible to the office of 
coroner even though he has 
no 


knowledge of medicine or surgery, 
although a large majority of 
the 


coroners in the state are men who 
are thoroughly competent to fill the 
office* Accordingly the society pass- 
ad a resolution asking the 
state 


legislature to pass a law making a 
knowledge of medicine and surgery 
a necessary qualification in a candi- 
date. The society is also in favor of 
a law making it a misdemeanor and 
punishable by a heavy fine for any 
undertaker to inject into a dead body 
in embalming fluid until a certificate 
of death is given by the proper au- 
thority. 
Embalming fluid contains 


irsenic and other agents that would 
effectually destroy traces of poison 
in the body, and if a case of ante- 
mortem poisoning were suspected it 
would be impossible to make a correct 
analysis on account of their presence. 
The resolutions were passed without 
apposition.

BECAUSE HIS PRACTICE IS NOT 


MEDICINAL. 


TREATS BY SILENT PRAYER 


TEXT OP THE 
DECISION BY 


JUSTICE PRANCE. 


The charge filed yesterday against 


1. N. Woods, the Christian Scentist, 
for practicing medicine without a li- 
cense, was decided by Justice Prance 
at 11 o'clock this morning. He found 
for the defendant, after having had 
the case under advisement since yes- 
terday noon* 
This is probably the 


first time that the question in its 
present form has been brought before 
a court of justice in this state and 
the grounds upon which an acquittal 
are based will prove interesting to 
the public in general. Justice Franca 
handed down his decision in writing, 
the full text of which is as follows: 


In the cause of the state of In- 


diana against I. N. Woods, for 
practicing medicine without first 
having procured a license, as pro- 
vided by the laws of this state, 
after due consideration, I find as 
follows: 


Section 8 of an act regulating 


the practice of medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics, approved March 8, 
1897, reads as follows: "To open 
an office for such purpose or to an- 
nounce to the public in any way a 
readiness to practice medicine in 
any county of the state, or to pre- 
scribe for, or to give surgical as- 
sistanca to thoss suffering 
from 


disease, injury or deformity, shall 
be to engage in the practice of 
medicine within the meaning of 
this act." 


Without stating here the evi- 


dence as elicited from witnesses, 
the evidence shows that the de- 
fendant is a Christian Scientist; 
that his treatment is by 
silent 


prayer, etc.; that he waited upon 
and treated the child of Mrs. Miller 
on Saturday, 
Jan. 12, as such 


Christian Scientist; that he never 
prescribed medicine, never diag- 
nosed the disease or sickness, and 
never held himself out with 
an 


announcement of a readiness to en* 
gage in such practice* 


In the case of Nelson vs. state 


board of health (57 S. W. Bep. 501), 
the court of appeals of Kentucky, 
on Juno 20 last, dfecided that a col- 
lege teaching osteopathy, which is 
a method of treating diseases by 
kneading or manipulation of the 
body, is not a "medical college" 
within the meaning of Kentucky 
statute (section 2613), and that a 


person practicing osteopathy, using 


no medicine or surgical appliances, 
was not a practitioner of medicine 
and required no license from 
the 


state board of health in order to 
follow his profession. The court 
considered that osteopathy was 
rather in the nature of trained 
nursing than of the practice of 
medicine. 


Using this authority as a guid- 


ance, I consider it my duty to give 
effect to the intention of the law- 
making power as embodied in the 
statutes. 


In the construction of penal stat- 


utes A well established rule is that 
word<s and phrases must be taken 
in their ordinary acceptation ana 
popular meaning, unless a contrary 
intent appears, and if there is a 
reasonable doubt as to whether the 
acts done are within the meaning 
of the statute, the party accused 
of its violation is entitled to the 
benefit of that doubt. Therefore, 
to my mind, it follows that the of* 
fenses complained of are excluded 
from the operation of our present 
statutes, 


Medicine, in the popular sense, is 


a remedial substance. The prac- 
tice of medicine, us ordinarily or 
popularly understood, has relation 
to the act of preventing, curing or 
alleviating disease or pain. 
It 


rests largely in the sciences of 
anatomy, physiology and hygiene, 
It requires a knowledge of drugs, 
their preparation and action, But 
prayer for those suffering 
from 


disease, or words of encouragement, 
or the teaching that disease will 
disappear and physical perfection 
be attained aft a result of prayer, 
or that humanity will be brought 


into harmony with Ood by right 
thinking and a fixed determination 
to look on the bright Bide of life, 
does not constitute th* practice of 
medicine in the popular sense and 
within the meaning of our present 
statutes. I therefore acquit the 
defendant of the offense of which 
he- stands charged. 
Messrs. George Louttit and Howard

BOLIVIANS SUFFEKS. 


New York, Jan, 16.—A dispatch to

Anaos. 


The Acre force's routed the Boli- 


vians recently near Capatra in the 
rubber forest- 
Dispatches add that 


the Bolivians 
retreated 
to Puerto 


Alonzo ara now surrounded by tne 
rebels, and are undergoing a seige. 


General Lucio Valasco, vice-presi- 


dent of Bolivia, is reported to be be* 
seiged at Kio Sinso, -where he took 
refuge with one of the armies oper- 
ating in the forest. 
It is declared 


that numerous Brazilians are in the 
ranks of the rebels, most of whom 
went 07-iginally from Brazil in tlie 
so-called republic. 


The Bolivian minister 
'has 
pre- 


sented a note to the minister of for- 
eign affairs protesting against the 
participation of any Brazilian officers 
ov forces in the revolution. 


The note declares that the Bolivian 


steamer Lutrea, which was used In 
operations ag'ainst the Acreans, had 
been 'seized by Brazilian expeditions 
coming from (Manaos and Para. 


It is asserted that the government 


has resolved to take steps to inter- 
vene in the Acre question, in view of 
the charges of the Bolivian minister 
tiie Brazilians are aiding the rebels.

today presented himself at the bar 


of the senate and took the oath of 


office. 


His election was accomplished after 


a most memorable contest and the 
scene of his induction into office to- 
day was no less memorable. 


The galleries of the senate 
were 


thronged by a gay and brilliant as- 
semblage long before th* hour of 
meeting. 
S-ores 
of 
Mr. 
Quay's 


friend i. peisonal and political, had 
come from all paits of Pennsylvania 
to witness ths final scene of a great 
contest—a scene which, by tUe way, 
was made a gala occasion. 


Mr. Quay had been assigned ta the 


second seat in the back row on the 
lepubllcan side, the desk 
formerly 


occupied by Mr. Htnna. of Ohio. An 
hour before the 
lenate 
convened 


elaborate and beautiful floral pieces 
br^an to be piled on and around the 
senator's desk. 
By the time 
the 


senate was called to crder the mes- 
sengers had iound it impossible to 
place to advantage «ny more of the 
floral offerings. 


Not in the history of the senate ha» 


a single senator been the recipient cf 
such a profusion of flowers, beauti- 
ful in themselves and lavishly elab- 
orate in their arrangement, as the 
Pennsylvania senator received today, j 
One of the handsomest pieces was a 
huge keystone arch of white immor- 
telles, the keystone being of deep 
red immortelles. It was several feet 
in height. 
The flowers came to the 


capitol literally by the wagon load 
ami it was found impossible to dis- 
play all of thffm in the senate eham- 
b-r. Many of them were allowed to 
lemain in the senftte corridors. 


Just befoie the senate- convened 


Mr. Quty entered the chaTib*r. 


As he was recognized by his 


friends tremendous applause swept 
over the crowded galleries. 
It wa* 


prolonged for a full half minut-. 
Meantime Mr. Quay was receiving 
the cordial congratulations of his col- 
leagues on the floor of the senate. 


By this time the senate chamber 


was thionged by senators and others 
entitled to the privilege of the floor 
nf the senate. Scores of member* cf 
the house had come to the senate side 
of the capitol to witness the induction 
cf Mr. Quay into office, among them 
practically the entire Pennsylvania 
delegation. 


As soon as the senate had convened 


Mr. Penrose, 
who also was 
the 


recipient of several handsome floral 
pieces, presented the credentials of 
Mr. 
Quay. They were 
read 
and 


placed on file. 


Mr. Penros* then requested that 


the oath of office be administered to 
his colleague. A* no objection was 
offered Mr. Penrose escorted 
Mr. 


Quay to the desk cf the president pro 
tern., Mr. Frey. Before taking the oath 
Mr. Quay shook hands cordially with 
Mr. Frey. The president pro tern, 
previously had announced to the peo- 
ple in the galleries that no applause 
or demonstrations of approval or dis- 
approval were permitted under the 
rules of the senate. Thus, no demon- 
stration occurred when Mr. Quay hal 
taken the oath. 


After h* had signed the roll at the 


desk of the secretary he retired to his 
Pfat, where he was overwhelmed with 
congratulations. 


Within a few minutes hundreds of 


people had left the floor and galleries, 
the floral offerins* had disappeared 
from the chamber and the senate had 
resumed Us wonted appearance.

readinew to praetic* medicine In 
any county of th? state, or to pre- 
scribe for, or to glTe surgical as- 
si»tanc« to thoi* suffering 
from 


disease, injury cr deformity, shall 
be to engage in the practice of 
medicine within the meaning of 
this art."

M>1) 
the court of appeals of Kentucky, 
on June SO last, dtctded that a col 
legt teaching osteopathy, which is 
a method of treating diseases by 
kneidiag or manipulation of the 
body, is not a "medical college" 
within the meaning of Kentucky 
statute (section 2613), and that a 


person practicing osteopathy, using 


no medicine or surgical appliances, 
was not a practitioner of medicine 
and required no license from

state board of health in order to 
follow his profession.
